Some mistakes Corrected. 


The member of the company who ex- 


pressed his views as above given, erred in 
several instances. The military regula- 
tions do not state that a man is disfran- 
chised by a dishonorable diseharge;-nor 
does he lose any civil rights. 


The man claimed also that each of the 


discharged men would not acknowledge 
their discharge until each had received his 
discharge beaming the signature of the com- 
mander-m-chief. 
This is wrong; a dis- 


charge takes effect as soon as it is ordered 
and dates back to the time of the trouble, 
the result of which is the discharge. Delay 
by officers in transmission of papers does 
not alter the fact of a discharge. 


The ex-member claimed that the news- 


papers 
had sided with Capt. Mitten 


throughout the trouble refusing to give 
the story from the members' stand point. 
When asked his reason for stating this. 
the ex-member acknowledged that the men 
had agreed not to say anything to the 
papers until after the hearing, and as this 
did not occur they bad agreed to keep

Who Were the Two Men? 


It is said that when the ordqf wa 


issued for the discharge 
of 
the so 


called mutinous tn«n the company es 
caped 
immediate disbandment by tbe 


.merest accident. It appears that two men 
of prominence in Lowell, and perhaps with 


lew lines to ypu to^give an idea of what the^ 
life of a Lowell mill girl is at tbe present 
time. 
I have worked for 20 years in a 


Lowell mill, and having shared all tbe ups 
and downs of mill life for that length of 
time, I doubt if many mill girls are better 
acquainted with mill life than myself. In 
looking back to my first years as an oper- 
ative, comparing them in regard to the 
amount of work required each day with the 
amount necessary nowadays, I find we do 
twice the amount of work for less money 
nowadays. Of course, people will say that 
we do not work as long hours as we did 20 
years ago, which is all very true; but take 
the cotton weave room girls, twenty years 
ago she ran five looms, and was considered 
a fine weaver: today she must run eight 
looms to hold her owe. So it is in every 
department of the mill. The machinery is 
speeded so that the machines turn out 
more work, so I feel confident in my state- 
ment that mill girls do twice the amount 
of work for less money. 


I think it is a burning shame the way 


mill owners treat the operatives. It is easy 
if you stop to think how owners become 
rich while operatives become poorer. The 
former ffuuld like to bfiug the operative0 
down to a level with the ignorant classes 
in some pars of Europe. 
We see a sample' 


of them on our streets with a handkerchief 
tied over their heads, instead of a hat, and 
wearing a dress all colors of the rainbow. 
I thank God for free America and the stars 
and 
stripes 
that 
protect 
us, 
and 


the old Bay state with Governor Green- 
halge to look after the children, and see 
that they are sent to school and receive a 
proper education before they are allowed 
to go into these factories, so that when 
they reach manhood and womanhood they 
will be able to speak for themselves and 
not allow mill owners to squeeze the very 
life out of them in order to get rich. 


The msrchant receives as good a price 


foi his goods today as he did ten years ago. 
If you wish, to buy a piece of cotton cloth 
you will pay as high for it as you did ten 
years ago. Ton can get a remnant a little 
cheaper perhaps, but for perfect goods the 
prices are the same. 


I think it is ft shame to keep down the 
;ill girl the way mill owners are doing by 
educing wases so often and then closing 
he mills. ?To trade or business suffers as 
much as that of mill operatives. If a dress- 
maker is able to make one dress a woek 
he gets her price; if she makes two dresses 
he gets doublo wages. If the mill girl 
makes good pay the mill agent at once 
makes a cut down. 


Can it be wondered at that there are, so 


many strikes? or so much going on in mill 
circles? The owners make money and the 
more they make the more they want; they 
engage heartless men 
to 
manage the 


affairs. 
I pity the people wlio work under 


hem, 
and there are a few on the Carpet, 


lust at present there are many people 
suffering from the Carpet strike. It is 
a 
just 
strike. If 
the 
stockholders 


cannot afford to raise wages, why do they 
not cut down tbe salaried men? Why do 
they rob the help and pour the money into 
the'pockets of the stockholders? 


"When Agent Lyon first came to work 


'or the Lowell company he was content to 
work for $4000 a year, and now he is re- 
ceiving $12,000. There are SSOOO which 
should go into the pockets of the opera- 
tives. 


As long as he has been in Lowell he does 


not know bow to manage the brussels de- 
partment, and so he has an overseer to 
belp him out; one is as good as the other. 
The weavers say that the overseer does 
nothing but make trouble; in the morning 
tie does a little writing and the rest of the 
day walks around with his bauds in his 
pockets, and for this gets SO a day. 


He watches the weavers like a cat does a 


mouse, to see if they do anything which 
needs reporting to tbe agent. Brussels 
weavers working on tbe piece need no 
watching. These are things which the 
public should know,and as THE S~c^ is not 
brought up by the corporations I believe 
you will willingly give a few things about 
mill life in Lowell and the strike gbing on

It is neither a Democratic nor a 
Republican principle, but it is socialistic 
in its inception, nn-Amerioan in its the- 
ory, unequal in its operation, and neces- 
sarily offensive in its exepution, 


"It is unjust because it is unnecessary 


for purposes of revenue. It is an illy-dis- 
guised sectional attack upon the industry, 
thrift, enterprise and vast business inter1 
ests of the Empire state, wbloh should be 
vigorously resented by the men of all par- 
ties. 
It is au odious tax for which the 


people have never expressed their* ap- 
proval at the polls. In my judgment, ii 
will surely bring disaster to the political 
party that enacts it. 


"It is clear that it would not be adoptee 


by congress if senators would vote ac- 
cording to their conscientious convictions 
rather than In pursuance of a dicker anc 
a contemptible compromise, founded upon 
no principle and tolerated only as a mis 
erable makeshift or excused only as a 
temporary expedient.

Guards May Sue, ' 


SET UP CLAIM THAT THEY DID 


NOT MUTINY. 


Opinions Upon the Situation by Mil- 


itiamen. 


"Is the ft I. ate liable for damages In giv- 


ing through tho commander-in-chfef, die- 
honorable discharges to 34 of the mutinous 
members, so called, of-the Welch Guards?'1 


Tula question was askf-d Tins STTN* yes- 


terday, In relatlonllo ttie, trouble In M com- 
pany, Ninth Regiment. 


It Is understood that certain of the men 


who were- summarily discharged will Im- 
mediately take slepa to get redress, by re- 
taining some of the best legal talent In the 
state. ' 


This action was Indicated iu the state- 


ment of an ex-member of the company, 
which in pan was as folio- ; "The state- 
ment in THE SUK 'that It was rumored 
that religious differences were the causes 
of the trouble' iu tbe company is absolute- 
ly false.' Religion Is tbe last thing thai 
should be brought into tbe trouble. The 
differences do not date 
back 
further 


Iban a few weeks ago when three men were 
gut Into the company to drill who had been 


lackballed. 
"When Col. Bogau. was on a visit to the 


company and examined the books he ein- 
phaclsed the need of having clean men en- 
listed, aod so sove.-al of the men refused lo 
drill when they saw three blackballed men, 
(one of whom it was said had served three 
terms in prison,) in the ranks. This is the 
basis of one of tbc charges preferred 
against Capt. Mitten. 


"Another charge is that Capt. Mitten 


was 
not 
in 
a 
right 
condition 


on 
one 
occasion 
when 
drilling 
tbe 


company and that he called up privates to 
sec If they had brains enough to answer 
questions which non-coms are supposed to 
be able to answer. 


"Another thing of minor importance 


that made III feeing betve'en tbo men and 
the officer was' Iba Jailer's order to have 
ihe Irish flag removed from Its position 
alongside of Ihe American flag on the plat- 
form on the occasion of tbe annual ball. 
This bad never Been done before and the 
men thought it nbreadh of courtesy con- 
sidering that ttie Nfhth is called the Irish 
regiment. The flags cf other nations wore- 
also displayed. 


"Capt. ilitlen called us kickers, because 


we voted down tbe scheme to put a pool 
table In. the rooms; since the trouble began 
be has said that he would 'down' the 34 
men and 04 if necessary, r.nd if he didn't 
'down' them the company would go down 
with him. 


"We, who have b^sn published as dis- 


charged are going to find out if we are not 
entitled to a hearing. Dishonorable dis- 
charge; deprives tie of our olvll rights and 
it Is a bard blow on & young ma a to bear 
the stigma of a dishonorable discharge. •. I 
do not know on what grounds we- Could be 
dishonorably discharged. We never re- 
fused to obey orders; Capt. Mitten lied 
when he said we did. i nnd 28 others 
were not In the armory, for my own part I 
was not near the nrmory that day,whcnlihe 
men are said to have refused to drill. Now 
I am dishonorably discharged. What for? 
For signing a petition to have Capt. Mit- 
ten's conduct Inquired Into. 


"I am going to a law firm and have them 


demand a bearing. If I thought I was 
guilty of disobeying orders, of being in a 
mutiny, or doing anything unsoldierly, 
I 
would 
expect 
a 
discharge, 
but 


I do not Intend to be thrown out of a job 
because my employer does not want a dis- 
honorable man In his employ. 


"A petition was sent to headquarters 


early in the week asking for inquiry into 
the whole matter tbnt justice at least may 
be done to the men who have done noth- 
iug to merit a dishonorable discharge." 


Some Mistakes Corrected. 


The member of the company who ex- 


pressed his views as aotivc given erred in 
several Instances. 
The military regula- 


tions do not state that a man Is disfran- 
chised by a dishonorable discharge;-nor 
does be lose any civil rights. 


The man claimed also that eac'i of the 


discharged men would not acknowledge 
their discharge until each had received his 
discharge beaming the signature of thocom- 
mandcr-in-chief. 
This is wrong; a dis- 


charge takes effect as soon as it is ordered 
and dates back Lo the time of the trouble, 
the result of which is the discharge. Delay 
by ollicers in transmission of papers does 
uot alter the fact of a discharge. 


The ex-member claimed that the news- 


papers 
had sided 
with Capt. 
Slittcn 


throughout the trouble refusing to give 
the story from the members' stand point. 
When asked his reason for stating this, 
the ex-member acknowledged that tho men 
had agreed not to say anything to the 
papers until after the hearing, and as ihii 
did not occur they bad agreed to keep 
"mum" until after their lawyers had been 
consulted. The interview given above is 
substantially that printed in THE SUN 
when the trouble first became publicly an- 
nounced.

MILL GIRL. 


She Says that A cent Ly on.Draws a Salary 


of 812,000 a Tour, Which If .True Would 
Make Him the Beet Paid Agent In Low- 
ell.

Under the caption of "Grinding Down 


filill Girls1*'tbe following -letter has been 
received by THE SUN: 


Mr. Editor—I thought I would write ai 


few lines to ypu lo^give an idea of what ih* 
life of a Lowell mill 'girl-Is at the present 
time. 
I ba?e worked for 20 years In a 


Lowell mill, aod having shared all tbe ups 
and downs of mill life for that length of 
time, I doubt if many mill girls are belter 
acquainted with mill life than myself. 
In 


looking back to my first years as an oper- 
ative, comparing "them In regprd to tbe 
a mount of wort required each, day with the 
amount necessary nowadays, I find .we do 
twice the. amount of work for less money 
nowadays. Of course, people will say that 
we do not work as long'hourg as we did 20 
years ago, wUlch is all very true; but take 
the cotton weavp room girls, twenty years 
ago she ran flvB^looms, and was considered 
a fine weaver: today sho must run eight 
looms to hold her own. So it la In every 
department of the mill. The machinery is 
speeded so that the machines turn out 
more work, so I feel confident in my state- 
ment that mill girls do twice the amount 
of work for leas money. 


I tblnkit is a buioing shame the way 


mill owners treat the operatives. It Is easy 
if you stop lo think how owners become 
rich while operatives become poorer. The 
foruier Tvoulu like to bfiug the operatives 
Jown to a level with the itinerant classes 
In soQic pars of .Europe. 
We see a sample1 


of them on our streets with a handkerchief 
tied over their heads, Instead of a hat, and 
wearing a dress all colors of the rainbow. 
I thank God for free America and ihe stars 
and 
stripes 
that 
protect 
ue, 
aud 


the old Day stale with Govtrnor yrcen- 
halge to look afier the children, and see 
that they are sent to school and receive a 
proper education before they are allowed 
to go into these factories, so that when 
they reach manhood and womanhood tliev 
will be able lo speak for themselves and 
not allow mill owners to squeeze the very 
life out of them in order lo get rich. 


Tbp merchant receives as good a price 


To; his Roods today as he did ten years ago. 
If you wish to buy a piece of cotton cloth 
you will pay as high for It as you did ten 
years ago. You can get a remuaot a little 
cheaper perhaps, but For perfect goods the 
prices are tbe same. 


I think It is a ahamo to keep down the 


mill girl the way mill owners are doing-by 
reducing wascs so often and then cloaint; 
the mills. No trade or business suffers as 
much as that of mill operatives, IE a dress- 
maker is able to make one dress a wo'elc 
she gets her price; if she makes two dresi'i'.s 
ahe gets double wages. K the mill g.'rl 
makes good pay ILe mill agent at once 
makes a cut down. 


Can it be wondered at that there are,so 


many strikes? or so much going on In mill 
circles? The owners make money and the 
more they make the more they want; they 
encage heartless men 
to 
manage iliu 


affairs. 
I pity the people wlio work under 


Ihcrn, and there are a few on tbe Carpet. 
Just at present there are many people 
suffering from the Carpet strike. It is

strike. If 
the 
stockholders 


cannot afford to raise wa^cs, why do they 
not cut dow.i the salaried men? Why do 
they rob the help and pour the money into 
the pockets of the stockholders? 


When Agent Lyon lirst came to work 


for the Lnwell company he was coiHcnl lo 
work for S4000 a year, and now he is re- 
ceiving $12,000. There are SSOOO which 
should go into tbc pockets of tbti opera- 
tives. 


As long as no has been in Lowell he does 


noi know bow to manage the brusselg de- 
part, incut, and so he has an overseer to 
help him out; one is as good as the other.

The Brooklyn Elevated Railroad com- 


pany has inndo another reduction in the 
wages of its employees by cutting down 
tbo horns of work Nearly all the sta- 
tions are in charge of women agents in 
tho daytime, and they have worked 
from 0 a. m. to 5 p. m. for $10 a week. 
Hereafter they will work from 5 a. HI. 
to 3 p. m. and got $8.40 a week The 
men have woikocl from 5 p. m. to 5 a. m. 
for $14 a week, or $2 a day. They will 
now work from 3 p. m, to la. m. and 
get $1.07 a day. From 1 a. m. to 5 a. m. 
the stations will be in charge of the 
porters, and no tickets will be sold. The 
conductors will collect fares. 


One of the employees said that they 


roust stand tho cut in wages or resign, 
as there were hundreds of men who 
wero ready to tako their places. In Oc- 
tober tho men had their pay cut down 
from $2,40 a day to $2, with the under- 
standing that as soon as business picked 
up there would be an inraease. Then a 
few women were appointeu day agents 
at $10 a week, and now all the day 
agents were women. It was probable 
that women would soon be put on as 
night agents also, since they would not 
have to work after 1 a. m. The station 
porters get §1 a dixy. All the employees 
complain that they are underpaid, and 
that, even at the meager rates, it is sol 


deprecated, but get him past it, and

Scheme For a Summer Boom. 


To derive the best possible result from

the Sugar trust investigation every mem- 
ber of the finance committee, in giving 
testimony, acknowledged that he had 
had interviews with both sugar planters 
laud refiners or their representatives. In 
every case it was shown that the planters 
urged specific duties, and the refiners and 
also Mr.Carlisle urged ad valorem duties. 
The planter* who wanted specific duties 
on their sugar were given ad valorem 
rates on the raw product The refiuers 
who wanted ad valorem rates on the re- 
fined sugars were civen specific rates. 


It is claimed that the ad valorem rate 


on the raw sugar works to the disadvan- 
tage of the producer in this country, 
while the specific duty on the refined 
sugar gives the refiner an absolute and 
fixed amount, but not quite what he 
•would have had had the 45 per cent pro- 
position gone through. 


It is probable that from this time on 


| the reports of the investigating cornmit- 
' tee will not go to the senate with such 


unanimity as appeared in the report con- 
cerning the recalcitrant correspondents. 


All the testimony in the case will be re- 


ported to the senate and printed as fast as 
practicable. 


The investigating committee spent more 


than un hour yesterday examining Con- 
gressman John Dewitt Warner with refer- 
ence to allegations that the Sugar trust 
attempted to secure his vote while the 
tanft bill was under discussion ia the 
house.

Every 
one will admit this with respect to physic- 
al vigor, but not of mental, i'et tto two 
necessarily go together to a great extent, 
and this is whero the popular mistake 
comes in. 
What is, vigor? 
Ifc does not lie 


in muscular strength, as many rnnj' sup- 
pose, but in a sound condition of the 
whole machine and its several parts, and 
more particularly of tho nervous centers 
In tho brain, vrhieh move, control and 
regulate all tho rest. Loss of vigor means 
n corresponding impairment of brain pow- 
er, and though the higher centers, tho scat 
of intellect, may not suffer obviovisly at 
first they eventually do BO. Other things 
being equal, the sounder a man is all 
through tho better instrument he inakea 
for tho performance of mental no less than 
of physical work, and when his hair bo- 
gins to go it Is a sign that ho is not so 
Bound as ho used to bo or might be. True, 
ho may have gained in knowledge And ex- 
perience and may so far be a better man 
Intellectually than ho was before, but ho 
Is not so good n man as ho would be if be 
had kept his vigor while acquiring his 
knowledge. Of two men, equal in mental 
ability, tho one who retains the more- vigor 
possesses in a corresponding measure the 
greater intellectual potency, whether it 
takes tho form of superior energy in the 
present or a more prolonged period of ac- 
tivity—that is to say, a green old age. 


This seems • to be tho correct view on 


physiological grounds, and surely It is 
borne out by experience. Here ore some 
names which immediately occur to tho 
mind as cases In point: Carlyle, Newman, 
Tennyson, Owen, Liszt.

Patent Leather Shoe*. 


As patent leather shoes, even of tho best 


quality, are likely to crack, and tho shoe 
dealers will not bo responsible for them, 
it is well to know how to doctor them a 
little yourself. In tho first place, keep 
them wrapped in cotton batting and the 
insido filled with soft paper or cotton. If 
necessary to wear them on a very cold 
night, put them on in the dressing roam, 
after arriving. 
To keep the leather soft 


rub it occasionally with a little sweet 
oil, rubbing the oil in as much as possible, 
and then wipe tho shoes thoroughly with 
chamois 
If you must continue to wear 


your shoes after the glaze is cracked, buy 
or make a good varnish and keep tho shoe 
dressed with it 
A good varnish is made 


from » quarter of n pound of powdered 
gum arabio and two ounces of logwood. 
Cover with a pint of claret and simmer 
very slowly a quarter of an hour. Strain, 
bottle and label. Apply with the tip of 
tho fingers or with a soft black flannel.

Tbe training 
chool will degenerate into a mere practice 
chool and will not be recognized as a 
alning school after the normal school 
wll have been established. 
The-teachprs of tile city will derive many 
dvantages from the change. They will have 
i opportunity to take a course which will 
mprove their education as well as give 
ism a course of uaining in pedagogics. 
It is a point too frequently overlooked by 


nstitutlons, such as otir training school, 
tat no teacher can give instruction, in a 
ubject of which she is ignorant. 
The theory of pedagogics will be taught 


n the normal school and the practice can 
e had in the training school or in any 
ther school in the city. 
It is not likely that ths parents of child- 
en attending the training school will he 
leased to have the pupils practised upon 
y the young teachers who may attend the 
ormal school. Unless the teacher is re 
onsible for the success of the school, she 
hotild not be allowed to teach. The nor- 
lal school students might be distributed 
irough the schools as assistants to the 
egular teachers, to be assigned to classes 
•mporarily, if necessary. 
It will be advantageous to the city to have 
very kind of school required, from the 
:indergarten upward to the high school, 
fitli the free evening drawing schools, the 
nanual training school, the training and 
orrnai schools. 
The training of teachers must be consid- 
rably modified after the normal school is 
stahiished; bnt as it will probably be a 
ear or more from next fall before the lat- 
er shall haw been opened, there is time to 
ormnlate all necessary changes. 


Lowell can congratulate itself on this

A FILM OF GOSSAMER 


Put a Young Girl Under Suspicion of 


a Misdemeanor. 


Charming Story of the Link in Evidence to Clear 


a Fair Girl's Name Winch Was Found in a 
Spider's Web. 


(Story Complete In Thla Issue.) 


The Italian October is the time set apart 


for the chestnut gathering, the holiday 
harvest of the year, and those who, like 
me, are interested in the rural life of the 
lountry may see it then at its merriest 
and brightest. I had token up my abode 
one October in the village of Tereglio, , 
which was admirably situated for my pur- 
pose of landscape study, and I had selected 
for my dwelling a substantial farmhouse 
just outside the gates, owned by one Vin- 
cenzo Contrueci, who, like many of these 
mountaineers, had emigrated to America 
early in life and |aved sufflcipnt money to 
return at the end of 10 or 13 years and set 
up as a small proprietor in his native place. 
His subsequent prosperity was owing part- 
ly to his own industry and good conduct, 
partly to tho thrift and cleverness of Sora 
Nina, his wife. And the result of their 
combined good qualities was that he now 
was one of the most thriving farmers in 
tho commune, owning considerable tracts 
of chestnut woods along the higher steeps, 
with vineyards and fields of beans and 
corn farther down.

When it was time tp go to bed, the girls,

borhood, daughters of small proprietors, 
whose services were not needed at home, 
and who were glad to come forthe holiday 
month to the masseria Contrueci, not per- 
haps without a remote hope of establish- 
ing themselves there permanently, through 
the opportunity afforded by daily Inter- 
course for securing the good graces of the 
handsome young farmer. 


Poor little Ginevra had no such preten- 


sions. She was not even pretty, according 
to the standard of taste prevailing among 
hir equals, for she was slender and under- 
sized, looking, at 17, more a child than a 
woman, and in point of physique seemed 
but an insignificant creature when put 
into competition with them. Worst of all, 
she was but a contadina—that is to 
say, her father cultivated another man's

THE COIN CUPPER. 


EARNED 150 A CAT SHAVING OFF 


THE RIMS OF, GOLDPIECES, 


Be Melted the Trimming* and Dtopoied of 
^Thcttt Through » BOJIU Dcutist— Otlier 


and Older Methods of HakiqJConejr ay 


'There is no use in talking about it any 


Wiloox, the coin clipper, certainly stands 


at the head of his profession. Shipments 
if lightweight eagles and double eagles to 
the treasury at Washington from various 
parts of the country show that ha must 
have treated In his peculiar and ingenious 
fashion at least $60, 000 worth of gold coin. 
He left a trail of it all the way from Den- 
ver to Baltimore. 


According to his own account, Wllcox 


was able to earn $50 a fiay at this sort of 
work with only four or flvo hours' toll. 
The Industry wafi easy as well as lucrative. 
He was almost safe from detection, the 
clipping being dono so scientifically. 
By 


cutting a rim from around the coin as a 
tire might be removed from a wheel he 
took away from each $20 piece an amount 
of gold uot exceeding 26 to 29 grains in 
weight, or about the value of a dollar. The 
subsequent rereedlng ftf the double eagle, 
done with a machine, rendered it as per- 
fect as ever to the eye of the casual ob- 
server. 


This apparatus was small and easily 


packed, and on reaching a fresh locality 
all that he required was a quiet room in 
an obscure street and a supply of gold 
coin. The latter ho obtained from the 
banks. He would deposit a considerable 
sum of money, and after awhile ho would 
draw it out in gold. The clipped coins 
were passed by Mrs. Wilcox at dry goods 
shops mostly.

Ion gold. But tho gang did not know how 
to melt the yellow stuff. When In Phila- 
delphia, after his escape from Unole Sam's 
officers in Chicago, Wilcoi thought it 
would be a better plan to reduce the gold 
to Ingots and sell It as bullion to dealers 
in that commodity. So he went to a man 
who bought and sold precious inetals, tak- 
ing with him a few ounces of gold. He 
said that he was a dental surgeon, and 
that, being about to depart for Europe, 
ho wished to dispose of it. 


The merchant suspected nothing and 


made no objection when the customer ex 
pressed a desire to look on while the gold 
was being melted. The operation is simple 
enough, and Wilooi observed it carefully. 
After leaving tho shop he went out and 
bought a nest of crucibles and a portable 
bellows. These ho carried with him to 
Baltimore, where he made use of them 
until the detectives ran him down. Tho 
secret service strained every nerve to cap 
ture the criminal who fiafl made isuoh a 
success of a new and improved process for 
mutilating the coinage. Tho apparatus 
captured and destroyed must have cost 
about 11,000. 


A'century or more ago the clipping o 


coins was carried on extensively in Eng 
land and elsewhere. 
Goldpleccs which 


had lost more or less of their substance 
were common then and passed curren 
readily enough. ' But statutory restriction 
have rendered this business comparativel; 
unprofitable. However, it is still practieec 
by criminals of great oxpertness. Gold is 
almost exclusively subjected to such treat 
ment. Some of the processes employe 
are remarkably ingenious. 


One of the most interesting consists 1: 


sawing a double eagle In two through th 
edge and gouging out the inside so as t 
remove about $15 of gold. Thus the piec 
is reduced to a hollow shell 'in halves, 
is then filled with -platinum, which 
nearly as heavy as the yellow metal, an' 
costs—«t the present market rates, tlioug 
this varies somewhat—less than one-hal 
The cut edge ot the reconstructed coin ! 
disguised by a rim of gold soldered on 
and a reeding machine renews tho corru 
gations of the minting. The result ' 
really a work of art, being a coinbinatio 
of five different metals. Only an cxper 
can distinguish anything wrong about i 


A method somewhat similar, though les 


artistic, is to substitute for the interlo 
portion of a goldpieee a core in the shaj 
of aplanchet of silver. This process 1 
employed almost exclusively by Chinese 
Its most important drawback Is that th 
eagle or double eagle thus treated is no 
ticeably light in weight. 


A better plan, though somewhat labor 


ous, consists in boring into the coin froi 
the edge so as to remove a considerate 
part of its internal substance. In th: 
manner about $7 worth of gold may b 
conveniently removed from a $20 piece, 
the hole being filled up with a metal com- 
position and soldered at the opening with 
gold. 


Numerous counterfeits of eagles and 


half eagles are extant, cast in base metal 
and gilded. Some of these are of platinum, 
for the sake of weight. The gilding proc- 
ess has been ingeniously combined with 
'•sweating." By suspending in ft tank of 
cyanide of potash a goldpisce at one end 
of a soppgr wire and a base metal counter- 
feit at the other end the criminal operator 
can chemically transfer a coating of gold 
from the good coin to the bad one. By this 
method the bail cole, obtains the appear- 
ance of a gokipioce, while the real gold 
piece is rendered not less negotiable at tho 
face value. 


Chemistry is of great service to counter- 


feiters. Comparatively few false coins are 
issued nowadays without on electroplating 
of gold or silver, which adds to theiv de- 
ceptive quality. In this wuy silver quar- 
ters slightly altered as to lettering are 
made to imitate gold eagles, while dimes 
are transformed In like fashion into half 
eagles.

He answered sagely, after the fashion of 


old Canute, "I can command th» goldien, 
but not tho sea."

rel with the younger daughter of Princes* 
Metternich. The subject of dispute was 
the dress of her doll. She thought it ador- 
able; bo thought it the reverse, and in tho 
heat of discussion she slapped his face.

"Mademoiselle," he said, with dignity,

First, however, he 
made his will, a boyish document to some 
respects, but marked by loving recognition 
of his friends, and— fact of spacial ira- 
jortance to Napoleonists — appointing bis 
cousin, Prince Victor, as successor to his 
claims. 


Full of enthusiasm and courage, ho 


went, behaved soldierly and well, enjoyed 
difficulties, made light of hardships, was 
always cheery, thoughtful for others, for- 
getful of self. 


One day he went on a reconnaissance. 


Tho party was surprised by Zulus. The 
majority escaped, and as they fled were 
joined by the prince's riderless horse. 


When, next day, the place of ambush 


waa examined, there they found the body 
of him who by imperialists was termed 
Napoleon IV. The Zulus had stripped it 
of everything save the famoxls amulet of 
Charlemagne suspended by a chain around 
his throat, and thus bare it lay, rigid in 
death, with 17 spear thrusts, all in front. 
He had fallen like a brave soldier, although 
not as he had hoped — in battle. The sword 
of tho first Napoleon was not disgraced by 
its latest waarer. 


The terrible news was broken as gently 


as possible to the widowed empress in 
England. -'He is very ill," the messenger 
told her. "Then I will go to him," she 
cried. Dead silence answered, and at last 
she understood that she might indeed go 
to him, but that he could never again come 
to hor. ''My son, my poor son!" she mur- 
mured and fainted.— Louisville Courier-

EARNED 150 A DAY SHAVING OFF 


THE KIMS OF GOLDPIECES. 


Be Jffelted the TrhnmJagi *nd Dlipoiod of 
'Them Thrdnfth a Bopu Uoutlit—Other 
and Older BJethotlfl 
Iklutlliitlhg Colna, 
Wlloox, the coin clipper, certainly stando 


at tho head of his profcsrilon. 
Shipments 


•f lightweight) eagles and double 'uaglos to 
tho tronsury nt Washington from various 
parts of tho country show tlmfc ho must 
liavo treated In hia peculiar and ingenious 
fashion at louat $50,000 worth of gold colu. 
Ho Mb a trull of It all tho way from Den- 
ver to Baltimore. 


According to his own account, Wllooz 


was able to earn $50 a day at this sort of 
work with only four or live hours* tall. 
Tho industry was eaay ns well as lucrative. 
Ho was almost safo from detection, the 
clipping being dono go scientifically. 
By 


cutting a rim from uruuud the coin ns a 
tiro might bo removed from n wheel ho 
took nwny from ouch ?!2U piece nn amount 
of gold nut exceeding l!tl to 29 grains In 
weight, orahout tho valuo of a dollar. Thu 
subsequent rereading nf tho doublo oaglo, 
done with a machine, rendered It us per- 
fect as over to tho cyo uf tho casual ob- 
server. 


This apparatus wo9 email and etiBlly 


packed, and on reaching a fresh locality 
all thut ho required WUB a quiet room in 
an obscuro streut and u supply of gold 
coin. Tho latter ho obtained from tho 
banks. Ho would deposit a considerable 
sum of money, and nft-cr awhile ho would 
draw it out In gold. Tho clipped coins 
were passed by Mrs. Wllcoi ut dry goods 
shops mostly. 


Wilcox had a confederate, who was os- 


tensibly a dontlst. 
Ttio latter, being sup- 


posed to employ that matnl in hia busltius.s, 
found no difficulty In disposing of tho sto- 
len gold. J3ut the gang did not know how 
to melt tho yellow stuff. 
When In Phila- 


delphia, nftec his escapo from Unole Sam's 
ofllcora In Chicago, Wilcox though to It 
would bo a bettor plan to reduce tho gold 
to Ingots and'sell It ns bullion to dealers 
la thnt commodity. 
Bo ho wont to a man 


who bought nnd hold precious i]iotalsr tak- 
ing with Minn fcwouncuiof gold, Ilo 
said thnt ho was u duutal surgcou, and 
that, being about to depart for Europe, 
ho wished to dispose of it. 


Tho merchant suspected nothing and 


Hindu no objection when tho customer ex- 
pressed (\ desire to look on while thu gold 
wns being mclt'xl. The operation IB nimplo 
enough, aaid Wlloox observed It carefully. 
After leaving tho shop ho wunt out uud 
bought ttjiust at crucibles and a porUdjlo 
bellows. 
Thcao ho ouri-lcd with him to 


Baltimore, where ho mado use of them 
until the detectives ran him down. Tho 
secret service ntrnlned every nerve to cap- 
ture tho criminal who had mado suuli a 
Hucccsg of ft new and Improved process for 
mutilating the coinage. The uppnrntuii 
captured nud destroyed must huvu cout 
about ¥1,000. 


A*century or more ago tho clipping of 


coins WOB carried on extensively in Eng- 
land nnd el no where. 
Goldplccca whluh 


Imd lost inuro or ICBB of tholr substance 
wciis common then nnd pnsHcd current 
readily enough. But statutory restrictions 
have rendered this buslncfis comparatively 
unprofitable. However, it Is still practiced 
by criminals ot great tixpertntm 
Gold is 


almost exclusively mibjectod to such treat- 
ment. 
Somo of tho proccBSUB employed 


are rcmurkably Ingenious. 


Ono of the most intonating consists In 


Buwlug a doublo eagle In two through tho 
edge and gouging out tho inside so an to 
remove about $15 of gold, Tims tlio piece 
is reduced to a hollow shell in hnlves. It 
Itl then filled with platinum, which IH 
nearly as heavy ns tho yellow metnl, ni£d 
costs—ut tho present market rutes, though 
this varies sumowhut—less thun ouu-half. 
Tho cut cdgu uf tho reconstructed coin Is 
disguised by a rliu of gold soldered on, 
and u reeding machine renews tho corru- 
gations of tho minting. The result Is 
really a work of art, being n combination 
cf live different metals. Only nn expert 
can distinguish anything wrong nbout It. 


A method somewhat similar, though less 


artistic, is to substitute for the Interior 
portion of n goldpluco a core In tho shape 
of a- plnnuhet of silver. 
This process Is 


employed almost exclusively by Chinese. 
It3 most Important drawback Is thnt tho 
eagle or double eagle thus treated is no- 
tleoably light in weight. 


A better plnii, though somewhnt labori- 


ous, consists in boring into the coin from 
the edge so ns to remove n considerable 
part of its Internal substance. In this 
manner nbout $7 worth of gold mny bo 
conveniently removed from a ?20 piece, 
tho hole being filled up with a rnetnl com- 
position and soldered ut tho opening with 
gold. 


Numerous counterfeits of eagles nnd 


half eagles are cxtnnt, cast in hnsn mcljil 
and gilded. Some of theso arc of platinum, 
for tho ankc of weight. Thu gilding proc- 
ess has been Ingeniously combined with 
'•sweating," By suspending in n tank of 
cynnldo of potnsh a goldpioco ut one end 
of u copper >vlro and a busn metal counter- 
feit at the other end the criminal operator 
cnn chemically transfer a canting of gold 
from the good coin co the bud ono. By this 
method tho baii colu obtains the appear- 
aiico of t\ goldpieee, while the real gold 
piece Is rcnderod not less negotiable at the 
face value. 


Chemistry is of great service to counter- 


feiters. Comparatively few fnlso coins nru 
Issued nowadays without un electroplating 
of gold or .silver, whleh odds to tholr de- 
ceptive quality. In this wuy silver qmir- 
tcre slightly altered ns to Icttorlng nvu 
mado lo imituto gold envies, while dimes 
aru iriuibfunucd In liko fashion Into half

Something About Pholsdes—How Xhey

rocks in which they live. These holes are 
found in rocks extremely hard, such as 
limestone, granite, gneiss, eto. How do

On that of the pholades a 
multitude of little hard crystals have been 
iscovered. This instrument may be com- 
iarcd to emery or sand paper. The animal 
night pierce a hole by the friction of its 
oot against the rock. 


The pholades are also interesting from 


another point of view. They are the most 
ihosphorescent of mollusks. For centu- 
les they have been known to possess this 
iroperty. 
Pliny, the naturalist, men- 


ions it in his writings. It was known 
hat they had the power of shining in the 
,ark and that when any one ate them he 
ad a phosphorescent mouth. The mucus 
hey secrete is luminous. 


The luminosity of the pholades suggests 


o the writer of tho foregoing (originally 
ranslated from tho French by Popular 
Science News) the magnificent spectacle of 
he phosphorescence of the sea. He ex- 
plains that this is not due, as its name 
corns to Indicate, to the presence of phos- 
>horus, but to swarm1? of very small crea- 
iurcs called noctilucidse. A noctiluca is a 
•cry simple organism, formed essentially 
if a little transparent gelatinous ball, pro- 
adcd with a long, prolonged propeller, the 
lagollum. The noctilucidso are hardly 
visible except through a microscope. The 
iijht is produced in tho midst of tho gelat- 
nous moss by numerous illuminating 
joints. The light only appears when the 
iquid in which the noctilucida are switn-

Anew process has recently been patent- 


ed in France for the production of a leath- 
:r which, both to the touch aad oye has a 
striking resemblance to velvet 
Leathers 


of this description hitherto manufactured 
have been obtained by treatment of the 
flesh side of the hide, or skin. The flesh 
side of the skin being always coarse, pat- 
entees claim now to secure better results 
by treating the hair side, says The Shoe 
<ind Leather Gazette. They scratch or rub 
the hair side with a rubber of strong, ero- 
sive qualities or with essi&r^ w glass, when 
working small surfaces, and use a grind- 
stone for heavier work. In this manner a 
downy nap is brought out, which they 
throw and lay in different directions, there- 
by bringing out varied designs of chang- 
ing hue and appearance. Tho velvety sur- 
face produced is said to be similar to the 
down of a peach skin. Tho fiber is very 
fine, soft to the touch and has all the ap- 
pearance of sill: velvet shorn very close. 


Brick Bust Mortar. 


The use of brick dust mortar as a sub- 


stitute for hydraulic cement whore the 
latter cannot be obtained is now recom- 
mended, according to the New York 
Times, on the best engineering authority, 
experiments made with mixtures of brick 
dust aad quicklime showing that blocks 
of one-half hit h in thickness, after immer- 
sion, in water for four months, bore with- 
out crushing crumbling or splitting 
pressure of 1.500 pounds per square inch. 
It is considered, too, that the addition of 
even as small a proportion as one-tenth as 
much brick dust as sand to ordinary mor- 
tars is preventive of the disintegration so 
often characterizing mortars used in the 
jnasonry ol public works.

But the money that has been expended to 
properly mark and adorn the resting places 
of the brave men who died that the nation 
might live is not and haa not been expend- 
ed grudgingly. It has been paid out freely 
as the last and only possible tribute to the 
memory of men as brave as ever lived, and 
who fought for home and liberty. In thus 
commemorating the deeds of her common 
soldiers the United States is quit e unrivaled 
by any other nation, ancient or modern.

the war. In September, 1801, the secretary 
of war issued an order to the effect that 
accurate and permanent records be kept as 
to all deceased Union soldiers, and this OP 
der was at once followed by the issuing oJ 
blank forms through the quartermaster's 
department to hospital surgeons and all 
others who could use t&em. On the battle- 
fields when tho Federal troops were victo- 
rious great care was taken to bury the dead 
in such a way that each Kt&ve conld be 
marked, and headboards provided by the 
general quartermaster were set up. Oaly 
on fields where the Confederates won were 
the dead buried without marking the 
graves. Soldiers who survived the south- 
ern prisons in many instances marked the 
graves of their comrades who died, and 
records were kept everywhere it was possi- 
ble to do so, so that the mortuary record! 
of the streat civil contest exceed anything 
else of the same nature in the world. 
It was in the second year of the war thai 


congress authorized the president to pur- 
chase grounds and have them prepared foi 
soldiers' cemeteries. The next year snob 
graveyards were dedicated at Chattanooga, 
Stone River and Gettysburg. It was at the 
dedication of the last named of these three 
that President Lincoln delivered that ad 
dress which, spoken modestly as it was, dit 
not then attract the attention of its hear 
ers as anything greatly ont of the ordinary 
but which, when it was telegraphed ovei 
tha land and read in the newspapers, speed 
ily took high rank among notable spoken 
passages and has since been accorded i 
place among classic orations. The nutiona 
cemetery at Arlington was laid out ia 1864, 
that at Antietam in 1865. 


In pursuance of the general plan of 1965 


17 cemeteries were established in Virginia, 
7 in Tennessee, 6 in Ksitucky, 4 in North 
Carolina, 4 in Louisiana, 3 in Mississippi, 
in Maryland, 2 in South Carolina, 2 in 
Georgia and 2 in the District of Columbia. 
In the north, and west 4 were established in 
Illinois, 3 in Missouri, 2 in Indiana, 1 in 
Iowa, 2 in Pennsylvania, 2 in New York 
and 2 in New Jersey. In many places be- 
sides these the government has purchase 
small plots of ground where a few soldier! 
lie, and several cemeteries contain govern 
ment plots wherein the bodies of Confec 
erates who died in Federal prisons art 
buried. Less than one-fifth of the entire 
number whose graves are BOW marked an 
tenderly cared for lie where they were first 
interred. 


Five of tbe national cemeteries contain 


the' bodies of United States soldiers who 
fell in other wars than the struggle for the 
Union. One of the most notable is near the j 
City of Mexico. Another is in Montana. In |

proud of that all these cemeteries are kept 
in superb condition. The cemetery at Ar- 
lington heights, near Washington, is the 
most beautiful and contains the largest 
number of graves of identified dead. The 
total number of interments there is 16,535, ol 
which but 4,849 are of unidentified soldiers. 
The first soldier buried there was a Con- 
federate, on May 13,1864. 


The grave of Sheridan is a striking fea- 


ture of the Arlington cemetery, where have 
also been gathered the bodies of most of 
those who fell at Bull P.un, Chantilly and 
other battlefields in the vicinity. A massive 
monument of sarcophagus form, marking 
the bodies of 2,111 unknown soldiers, afc 
tracts much attention, as does also the Tenv

others who could use tbem. On the bnttle- 
ields when tbo Federal troops wero vlcto- 
ious great care was tnfcen to bury tho deac 
n euch a way that ench grave coald bfl 
marked, and headboards provided by the 
jeneral quartermaster were set up. Only 
on gelds where the Confedepates won were 
the dead buried without marking the 
rraves. Soldiers who survived the south 
jrn prisons in many instances marked th 
rraves of their comrades who died, ana 
•ecords were kept everywhere it was po&a] 
lie to do so, so that the mortuary record 
of the great civil contest exceed anything 
else- of the same nature in tho world. 
It was in the second year o£ tho war tha 


congress authorized the president to pur- 
chase grounds and have them prepared (o 
soldiers' cemeteries. The next yenr such 
rraveyards were dedicated at Chattanooga, 
Stone Kiver and Gettysburg. It wns at the 
dedication of the last named of these three 


; President Linooln delivered tliat ad- 


dress which, spoken modestly as It was, did 
tot then attract the attention of its hear- 
ts ag anything gren.tly out of the ordinary, 
DUt which, when it was telegraphed ovei 
;he land and read in thenewspapers, speed- 
ly took high rank among notable RpokcD 
passages and has alnco beeu accorded D 
place among classic orations. The national 
iemetery nt Arlington woa laid out iu 1804, 
;hat at Antietnm iu 18B5. 


In pursuance of the general plan of 1?05, 


17 cemeteries were established in Virginia, 
7 In Tenueseee, 0 iu Kwitucky, 4 in North 
Carolina, 4 In Louisiana, 3 in Mississippi, 6 
in Maryland, 3 in South Carolina, 2 in 
Georgia and 2 in the District of Columbia. 
In the north and west 4 were established In 
^iiiuois, 3 in Missouri, a- in Indiana. 1 in 
Iowa, 2 In Penssjivania, 3 in New Yort 
and 2 In New Jersey. la many places be- 
sides these tho government has purchased 
small plots of ground where a few soldier* 
He, aud BCveral cemeteries contain govern- 
ment plots wherein the bodies of Confed- 
erates who died In Federal prisona arc 
buried. Less than one-fifth of the entire 
number whose graves are BOW marked and 
tenderly cared for lie where they wei-b fif=t 
interred. . 


Five of tho national cemeteries contain

'Is the state liable for damages in giv- 


ing through the coromander-in-chief, dis- 
honorable discharges to 34 of the mutinous 
members, so called, of the Welch Guards?" 


This question was asked THE Sinv yes- 


terday, in relation to the trouble in M com- 
pany. Ninth Regiment. 


It is understood that certain of tbe men 


who were summarily discharged will im- 
mediately take steps to get redress, by re- 
taining some of tbe best legal talent in the 
state. 


This action was indicated in the state- 


ment of an ex-member of the company, 
which in part was as follows: "Tbe state- 
ment In THE SOT 'that it was rumored 
that religious differences were the causes 
of the trouble' in the company is absolute 
ly false. Religion is tbe last thing that 
should be brought into the trouble. The 
differences do not date 
back 
further 


than a few weeks ago when three men were 
put into the company to drill who had been 
blackballed. 


"When Col. Bogan was on a visit to the 


company and examined the books he em- 
phacised the need of having clean men en- 
listed, and so several of the men refused to 
drill when they saw three blackballed men, 
(one of whom it was said bad served three 
terms in prison,) in the ranks. This is the 
basis of one of the charges preferred 
against Capt. Mitten. 


"Another charge is that Capt. Mitten

"Another thins of minor importance 


that made ill feeling between the men and 
the officer WAS the latter's order to have 
the Irish flag removed from its position 
alongside of the American flag on the plat- 
form on the occasion of the annual ball. 
This bad never been done before and the 
men thought it a breach of courtesy con- 
sidering that the Ninth is called the Irish 
regiment. 
The flags of other nations were 


also displayed. 


"Capt. Mitten called us kickers, because 


we voted down tbe scheme to put a pool 
table in tbe rooms; since the trouble began 
he has said that he -would 'down' the 34 
men and 64 if necessary, and it he didn't 
'down' them the company would go down 
with him. 


"We, who have been published as dis- 


charged are going to find out if we are not 
entitled to a hearing. Dishonorable dis- 
charge deprives as of our"civil rights and 
it is a hard blow on « young man to bear 
the stigma of a dishonorable discharge. I 
do not know on what grounds we could be 
dishonorably discharged. We never re- 
fused to obey orders; Capt. Mifen lied 
when he said we did. I and 28 others 
were not in the armory, for my own part I 
was not near tbe armory that day,whenHhe 
men are said to have refused So driiL Ifow 
I am dishonorably discharged. What for? 
For signing a petition to have Capt. Mit- 
ten's conduct inquired into. 


"I am going to a law firm and have them 


demand a hearing. If I thought I was 
guilty of disobeying orders, of being in a 
mutiny, or doing anything unsoldierly, 
I 
would 
expect 
a 
discharge, 
but 


I do not intend to be thrown out of a. job 
because my employer does not want a dis- 
honorable man in his employ. 


"A petition was sent to headquarters 


early in tbe week asking for inquiry into 
the whole matter that justice at least may 
be done to the men who have done noth- 
ing to merit a dishonorable discharge." 


Some Mistakes Corrected. 


The member of the company who ex- 


pressed his views as above given xerred in 
several ifastances. The military regula- 
tions do not state that a man is disfran- 
chised by a dishonorable discharge; nor 
does he lose any civil rights. 


The man claimed also that each of the 


discharged men would not acknowledge 
their discharge until each had received his 
discharge bearing the signature of the com- 
mander-in-chief. 
This is wrong; a dis- 


charge takes effect as soon as it Is ordered 
and dates back to the time of the trouble, 
the result of which is tbe discharge. Delay 
by officers In transmission of papers does 
not alter the fact o£ a discharge. 


The ex-member claimed that the news- 


papers 
had sided with Capt. Mitten 


throughout the trouble refusing to give 
the story from the members' stand point. 
When asked his reason for stating this, 
tbe ex-member acknowledged that the men 
had agreed not to say anything to the 
papers until after the hearing, and as this 
did not occur they bad agreed to keep 
"mum" until after their lawyers had been 
consulted. The interview given above is 
substantially that printed in THE Sirs 
when me trouble first became publicly an- 
nounced. 


Will They Have Redress? 


The ex-member makes a strong point 


which in the opinion of others will cause a 
great stir at headquarters, even as high up 
in the scale as the adjutant general's office. 
It appears on what seem s correct state- 
ments that a number of discharged men 
were not in tbe armory on the night it is 
said the taen refused to obey orders. 


What is the'r breach of militia law? 
Not disobeying or refusal to obey orders; 


but for signing a petition. 


Said a military officer to a Srjjf reporter 


yesterday "If I was one of those men dis- 
charged dishonorably for signing a petition 
I would cause the biggest stir the state 
militia ever saw. Why, two thirds of the 
men in the militia today would sign a 
paper brought to them by tbeir superior of- 
ficer without asking questions. If a ser- 
geant brought around a paper for signa- 
tures be would simply have to order the 
men to sign it. Under supposition that it 
was in line of duty, for a prirate ;'s not 
supposed to inquire into tbe doings of bis 
superior officer, the men would sign. All 
objectors would simply be passed over; an 
objector would not run to the captain! for 
such a little thing as that. 


"I heard at the time that many of the 


'kickers' in the company were not in the 
armory that night when Capt. Mitten or- 
dered to fall in and they did not obey. 


"I think some of the taen have good 


grounds for getting redress, or making the 
temperature warm for somebody."

Talk on the 


GRINDING MILL OWNERS 


SEVERELY SCORED BY A LOWELL 


MILL GIRL. 


She Says Out Agent Lyon Draw* a Salary 


of 818,000 a Tear, \Vhlch if True Would 
Make Him the Best Paid Agent In Low 
ell. 


Under the caption of "Grinding Down 


Mill Girls" the following letter has been 
received by THE SUN: 


Mr. Editor—I thought I would write a 


few lines to you to give an idea of what the 
life of a Lowell mill girl is at the present 
time. 
I have worked for 20 years in a 


Lowell mill, and having shared all the ups 
and downs of mill life for that length of 
time, I doubt if many mill girls are better 
acquainted with mill life than myself. In 
looking back to my first years as ati oper 
ative, comparing them in regard to tbe 
amount of work required each day with the 
amount necessary nowadays, I find we do 
twice the amount of work for less monpy 
nowadays. Of course, people will say that 
we do ,not work as long hours as we did 20 
years ago, which is all very true; but take 
the cotton weave room pirls, twenty years 
ago she ran flve looms, and was considered 
a fine weaver; today she must run eight 
looms to hold her own. So it is in every 
department of the mill. The machinery is 
speeded so that the machines turn out 
more work, so I feel confident in my state- 
ment that mill girls do twice the amount 
of work for less money. 


I think it Is a burning shame the way 


mill owners treat the operatives. It is easy 
if you stop to think how owners becume 
rich while operatives bee ame poorer. The 
former would like to brii? the operatives 
down to a level with the ignorant classes 
in some parts of Europe. We see a sample 
of them on our streets with a handkerchie) 
tied over their heads, Instead of a hat, and 
wearing a dress all colors of the rainbow. 
I thank God for free America and the stars 
and 
stripes 
that 
protect 
us, 
and 


the old Bay state with Governor Green- 
halge to look after the children, and see 
that they are sent to school and receive 
proper education before they are allowec 
to go into these factories, so that when 
they reach manhood and womanhood thej 
will be able to speak for themselves am 
not allow mill owners to squeeze the very 
life out of them in order to get rich. 


The merchant receives as good a price 


for his goods today as he did ten years ago 
If you wish to buy a piece of cotton cloth 
you will pay as high for it as you did ten 
years ago. "You can get a remnant a little 
cheaper perhaps, but for perfect goods the 
prices are the same.

the mills. No trade or business suffers as 
much as that of mill operatives. If a dress 
maker is able to make one dress a week 
she gets her price; if she makes two dresses 
she gets double wages. If the mill gir 
makes good pay the mill agent at once 
makes a cut down. 


Can it be wondered at that there are so 


many strikes? or so much trouble on in mil 
circles? The owners make money and the 
more they make the more they want; thei 
engage heartless men 
to 
manage UN 


affairs. I pity the people who work under 
them, and there are a few on the Carpet 
Just at present there are many people 
suffering from the Carpet strike. It is

If 
the 
stockholders 


cannot afford to raise wages, why do the] 
not cut down the salaried men? Why do 
they rob the help and pour the money into 
the pockets of the stockholders? 


When Agent Lyon first came to work 


for the Lowell company he was content to 
work for 84000 a year, and now be is re 
ceiving S12.000. There are $8000 which 
should go into the pockets of the opera 
tives. 


As long as he has been in Lowell he does 


not know bow to manage the brussels de 
partmeat, and so he has an overseer to 
help him out; cae is as good as the other 
The weavers sa> that the Assist. Super, does 
nothing but make trouble; in the morning 
he does a little writing and the rest of the 
day walks around with bis hands in his 
pockets, and for this gets $6 a day. 


He watches the weavers like a cat does a 


mouse, to see if they do anything which 
needs reporting to the agent. Brussels 
weavers working on tbe piece need no 
watching. These are things which tb< 
public should know.and as THE SPS is no' 
bought up by the corporations I believ< 
you'will willingly give a few things abou 
mill life in Loweii and the strike going on 
in the Carpet mill.

HISTORICAL MARK. 


Settlers Lose Their Property 
and 


Livestock.

VANCOUVER, B. C., June 2.—Tbe latest 


accounts of the floods show tbat devasta- 
tion and ruin are still the only words to er- 
preas the Ihe awfnl calamity in the Frazer 
river valley country. 


One hundred miles of country have 


been 
devastated, and 
the end .13 not 


yet. 


Small mounlaiU'Streams have changed 


as if by magic to roaring torrents, bringing 
down thousands of tona of snow to add 
to 
the 
destroying 
elements 
already 


Included In the juggernaut-like Journey of 
debris. 


The appearance of the entire Frazer 


valley is changed. Waters are ranging 
furiously, presenting an appalling pan- 
orama of ruin. 


Hundreds of trees are piled up around 


the heaps of debris of farm houses floating 
down the stream. 


Bloated carcasses of thousands of sheep 


and swine twirl In the mad current. 


Frazer river has now reached the highest 


point touched in 1882, tbe year of tho great 
flood, and Is still rising. 


Miles and miles of the prairie tracks have 


been washed away between Ruby creek and 
Mission, and no trains or telegrams have 
reached British Columbia by this route for 
eight days, and there Is little prospect for 
malls or communication, by telegraph for 
another 10 days. 


MINERS MAKE TROUBLE. 


THEY PREVENT COAL TRAINS

Ex-Members of the Welch 


Guards May Sue, 


SET UP CLAIM THAT THEY DID 


NOT MUTINY. 


Opinions Upon .the Situation by • Mil- 


itiamen. 


"Is the stale liable for damages In giv- 


ing through the commander-in-cbief, dis- 
honorable discharges Lo 34 of the mutinous 
members, 90 called, of the Welch Guards?" 


Tbls question was asked THE Suw yes- 


terday, In relaLion Lo Uie trouble In M conJ- 
pany, Ninth Regiment. 


It is understood luat certain of the men. 


who were summarily discharged will im- 
mediately lake steps to Ret redress, by re- 
taining BO me of the beat legal talent in the. 
siaie. 


This action was Indicated In Ihe state- 


ment of an ex-member of the company, 
which in part wag aa follows: "The state- 
ment In TJIE SDS 'that IE was rumored 
that religious differences were the causes 
of the trouble' iu the company Is absolute- 
ly false. Religion is the last thing that 
should he brought into the trouble. 
The 


differences 
do not date 
back 
further 


than a few weeks ago when three men were 
put into the company to drill who had been 
blackballed. 


"When Col. Began was on a visit to the 


company and examined the books he em- 
pbacised the need of having clean meu en- 
listed, and so several of the men refused to 
drill when they saw three blackballed men, 
(one of whom it was said had served three 
terms In prison,) in the ranks. This ia Lbe 
basis of one of the charges 
preferred 


apaiost Capt. Mitten. 


"Another charge is that Capt. Mitten 


was 
not 
In 
a 
right 
condition 


on 
one 
occasion 
when 
drilling 
the 


company and that he called up privates lo 
see.if they bad brains enough to answer 
questions which non-coms are supposed to 
be able to answer. 


"Another thine of minor importance 


that waJe HI feeling between the men and 
the officer was tbe latler's order to have 
the Irish flag removed from its position 
alongside of the American flag on the plat- 
form on the occasion of tbe annual ball. 
This bad never been done before and tbe 
men thought it a breach of courtesy con- 
sidering that the Ninth is called the Irish 
regiment. 
Tbe flags of other nations were 


also displayed. 


"Capt. Mitten called us kickers, because 


we voted down the scheme to put a pool 
table in the rooms; since the trouble began 
he has said that he would 'down' tbe 34 
men and 64 If necessary, and if he didn't 
'down' them the company would go down 
-with him. 


"We, who have been published as dis- 


charged are going to find out If we are not 
entitled to a hearing. Dishonorable dis- 
charge deprives ui of our clyl! rigljls and 
It is a bard blow on a young man to bear 
the stigma of a dishonorable discharge. I 
do not know on what grounds we could be 
dishonorably discharged. We never re- 
fused to obey orders; Capt. MIL-eu 
lied 


when he said we did. I and 23 others 
were not In the armory, for my own part I 
was not near tbe armory that day,whenlthe 
men are said to have refused LO drlil. Now 
I am dishonorably discharged. What for? 
For signing a petition to have Capt. Mit- 
ten's conduct Inquired Into. 


"I am going to a law firm and have them 


demand a bearing. If I thought I was 
guilty of disobeying orders, of being in a 
mutiny, or doing anything unsoldierly, 
I 
would 
expecL 
a 
discharge, 
but 


I do not Intend lo be thrown out of a job 
because my employer does not want a dis- 
honorable man in his employ. 


"A petition was sent to headquarters 


early in the week asking for Inquiry into 
the whole matter that justice at least may 
be done to the men who have done noth- 
ing to merit a dishonorable discharge." 


Some Mistakes Corrected. 


The member of tbe company who ex- 


pressed his views as above given *erred In 
several instances. The .military- regula- 
tions do not state that a man is disfran- 
chised by a dishonorable discharge; nor 
does he lose any civil rights. 


The man claimed also that each of the 


discharged men would not acknowledge 
their discharge until each had received his 
discharge bearing the signature of the Com- 
mander-in-chief. 
Tbls is wrong; a dis- 


charge takes effect as soon as it Is ordered 
and dates back to the time of the trouble, 
the result of which is tbe discharge. Belay 
by oflicers In transmission of papers does 
not alter the fact of a discharge. 


The ex-member claimed that the news- 


papers 
had sided 
with Capt. 
Mitten 


throughout tbe trouble refusing to give 
the story from the roeruberc' stand point. 
When asked his reason for stating this, 
the ex member acknowledged that tbe men 
had agreed not to say anything to the 
papers until after the hearing, and as this 
did not occur iliey had agreed to keep 
"mum" UDii) after their lawyers had been 
consulted. The interview given above is 
substantially that printed In THE Su>' 
when the trouble first became publicly an- 
nounced. 


Will They Hnve KedreBi? 


The ex-member makes a strong point 


which in the opinion of others will cause a 
great stir at headquarters, oven as high up 
in the scale aa the adjutant general's office. 
It appears on what seem a correct state- 
ments that a number of discharged men 
were not In the armory on the uight it Is 
said the wen refused to obey orders. 


What Is theT breach ot militia law? 
Not dlsobeylnc or refusal to obey orders; 


but for signing a petition. 


Said a military olllccr to a SUN reporter 


yesterday "If I was one of those men dis- 
charged dishonorably for signing a petition

GRINDING MILL OWNERS 


SEVERELY SCORED BY A LOWELL 


MILL GIRL. 


Bha Say i that Agent Lyon Draw* a Salary 


of SI2,000 a Tear, Which If True Wonld 
Make Him the Beit Paid Agent ID I>u 
ell. 


Under the caption of "Grinding Down 


Mill Girls" the following letter has beeu 
received by THE SUN: 


Mr. Editor—T thought I would write a 


few lines to you lo give an Idea of what the 
life of a Lowell mill girl is at the present 
lime. 
I have worked for 20 years Jo a 


Lowell mill, and bavins shared all the ups 
and downs of mill life for that length of 
time, I doubt If many mill girls are better 
acquainted with mill life than myself. In 
looking back to my flrst years as an oper- 
ative, comparing them In regard to tbe 
amount of work required each day with ibo 
amount necessary nowadays. I find we do 
twice the. amount of work for less moaey 
nowadays. Of course, people wilt say Lhat 
we do riot work as long hours as we did 20 
years ago, which is all vnry true; but take 
ihe coilon weave room plrls, twenty years 
ago she ran Qve looms, and was considered 
a fine weaver; today she must run eight 
looms to hold ber own. So It is in every 
department of the mill. The machinery is 
speeded BO that the machines turn out 
more work, so I feel confident in my state- 
ment that mill girls do twice the amount 
of work for leas money. 


I think It \B a burning shame Ihe way 


mill owners treat the operatives. It is easy 
If you stop lo think lioiv owners becom,e 
rich while operatives become poorer. The 
former would like to bring the operatives 
down to a level with the ignorant classes 
In some parts of Europe. We see a sample 
of them on our streets with a bandkerchiel 
tied over tbelr heads, instead of a bat, and 
wearing a dress all colors of the rainbow. 
I thank God for free America and tbe stars 
and 
stripes 
that 
protect 
us, 
and 


the old Bay state with Governor Green- 
halge to look after the children, and see 
that they are sent to school and receive a 
proper education before they arc allowed 
to go Into these factories, so that when 
they reach manhood and womanhood they 
will be able to speak for themselves and 
not allow mill owners lo squeeze the very 
life out of them In order to get rich. 


The merchant receives as Rood a price 


for his eoods today as he did ten years ago. 
If you wish to buy a piece of cotton cloth 
vou will pay as high for It as you did ten 
years ago. "You can get a remnant a little 
cheaper perhaps, but for perfect goods the 
prices are the same. 


I think It Is a shame to keep down the 


mill flirl the way mill owners are doing by 
reducing wares so often and then closlnu 
the mills. No irade or business suffers as 
much as that of mill operatives. If a dress- 
maker Is able to make one dress a week 
she gets her price; if she makes two dresses 
she gets double wages. If the mill girl 
makes good pay the mill agent at once 
makes a cut down. 


Can It be wondered at that there are so 


many strikes? or so much trouble on in mill 
circles? The owners make money and the 
more they make the more they want; they 
enpage heartless men 
to 
manage the 


affairs. 
I pity the people who work under 


them, and there are a. few on. the Carpet. 
Just at present there are many people 
suffering from the Carpet strike. It Is 
a 
just 
sirike. If 
the 
stockholders 


cannot afford to raise wages, why do they 
not cut down tbe salaried men? Why do 
they rob the help and pour the money into 
the pockets of the stockholders? 


When Agent Lyon first came to work 


for the Lowell company he was content to 
work for S4000 a year, and now bo Is re- 
ceiving $12,000. 
There are $8000 which 


should go into the pockets of tho opera- 
tives. 


Aa long as he has been in Lowell he does 


noi know how to manage the brussels de- 
partment, and so he has an overseer to 
help him out; ouo is as good as the other. 
The weavers say Uiatthe Assist. Super, does 
nothing but make irouble; in the morning 
he does a little writing and the rest of the 
day walks around with bis bauds In his 
pockets, and for this gets $0 a day. 


He watches tho weaver like a cat does a 


mouse, lo see If they do anything which 
needs reporting to the agent. 
Brussels 


weavers working on the piece need DO 
watching. These are things which the 
public should know.and aaTriE SUN Is not 
bought up by the corporations I believe 
you will willingly give a few things nboul 
mill life In Lowell and the strike going on 
In ihe Cnrpct mill.

They will 
now work from 8 p. m. to 1 a. m. and 
get $1.67 a clay. From 1 a. m. to 5 a. m. 
the stations will bo in charge of the 
porters, and no tickets will bo sold. The 
conductors will collect fares 


Oiio of the employees said that they 


must stand the cut in wages or resign, 
as theie were hundreds of men who 
were ready to take thoir places. In Oc- 
tober the men had thoir pay cut down 
from $2,40 a day to $3, with the under- 
standing that as soon as business picked 
up there would be an increase. Then a 
few women were appointed clay agents 
at $10 a week, and now all the day 
agents were women. It was probable 
that women would soon be put on as 
night agents also, since they would not 
have to work after 1 a. in. The station 
porters got $1 a day. All the employees 
complain that they are underpaid, and 
that, even at the meager rates, it is sel- 
dom that a full week's work is done so 
as to secure a full week's pay.

Human Labor at Great Altitudes. 


Investigation among the workmen on 


tho Peruvian Central railroad has 
brought some curious facts to light con- 
cerning the capabilities of men to labor 
in rarefied atmosphera The line starts 
at Lima, in latitude 12 degrees, and the 
highest point reached by the road is at 
the tunnel of Galeria, which is 15,045 
leet above the sea level, from deduc- 
tions made by the investigators it ap- 
pears that the men wcie able to perform 
a fair "sea level" day's work at any 
place along the route where the altitude 
was not greater than 8,000 or 10,000 
feet, providing they bad gradually 
worked up to that height from lower 
levels. At altitudes above 10,000 feet 
and under 12,000 the amount of work 
performed by each man showed a sud- 
den falling off of from one-fourth to 
one-third, and at from 13,000 to 15,000 
feet 100 men would do no more work 
than 50 would do at sea level 


Action of Lij;ht Upon Watvr Colors. 


Collectors of water uolors will do well to 


take noto of soinu experiments made in 
Bnijlaacl on tho notion of light In the weak- 
ening and disper-Hon of the coloring mat- 
ter in picture It was found that tho sul- 
phides, e&tmiuut, trlsulphide of arsenic and 
indigo arc prono to fade from oxidation, 
due to humidity, air and light.

IIow to Preserve Belting. 


1 The strength, of pld belting is now re- 
newed or augmented so as to greatlj' 
(lengthen its service-. To accomplish thJa 
Itrwo large, hollow copper cylinders are 
provided, and into these steam is ad- 
knitted, so that they are always heated. 
In a tank is a solution composed of bees- 
Hvas, borax, glue, starch and molasses, 
[prepared in equal quantities, and there 
lare guide rollers, through which runs 
the leather belting which is in process 
'of treatment. The belt which is .to be 
pperatcd upon is started into the ma- 
'chine at a point where it can enter the 
tank, and while passing through the 
•latter the leather receives an application 
of tho solution. The press rollers imme- 
diately squeeze the compound into the 
Hber of the leather, and then the heat 
Ifrom the cylinders over which the belt- 
ing is being drawn dries the compound. 
[All the rollers and cylinders rest in the 
bearings. As represented, the applica- 
taon of this compound to the belt, and 
immediately drying, is to add strength 
£o the fiber of the leather in a remarka- 
ble degree.

Trees—Bow Tortoise Shell Is Worked. 
The first cause of the summer heat is the 


Terticality of the sun's rays, which, being 
distributed or a smaller space than when 
more oblique, cause a more intense heat. 
The second cause is the longer day of sum- 
mer. 
When the sun is abovo and below 


the horizon or an equal time the same 
amount of heat is received and radiated, 
and the temperature is littie changed. 
When the sun is more thae 12 hours above 
the homon more heat is received than is 
radiated, and the general temperature 
rises. The maximum of heat, however, 
is not the greatest at the summer solstice. 
To be sure, the sun's rays are then the most 
direct, the daily increase of heat is the 
largest, the nightly loss least, and the net 
Increase for one day is the (neatest, but on 
succeeding days tho net increase of heat, 
though not as great, is still greater than 
the expenditure, and therefore the aggre- 
gate increases. This increase in accumu- 
lated heat will continue until the maxi- 
mum is reached, when the loss at night 
equals the gain by day and begins to ex- 
ceed it. The maximum of heat is gained 
when the sun's declination is 12 degrees 
north, about Aug 20; the maximum of 
cold when it is 13 degrees south, Feb. 10. 
For similar reasons the warmest part oj 
the day is about 3 o'clock p. m., and tha 
coldest part of the night shortly before 
gunrise. The reasoning thus briefly stated 
by Thome is of course reversed when ap- 
plied to the southern hemisphere and doea 
not in any case take account of the modi- 
fying influences of bodies of water, moun- 
tain ranges, etc.

The Temperature of Trees. 


The internal temperature of trees has 


been observed for some time past by H. 
Prinz o£ Ucclo, in Belgium, who finds 
thoir mean annual temperature at the 
heart of the trunk the same as that of the 
air, but the mean monthly temperature oi 
the trees sometimes differs from the later 
by two or thi-;e degrees C. On certain 
days the difference in question may be <is 
much as 10 degrees C. 
In very cold 


weather the internal temperature falls to 
a few ten ths of a degree below the freezing 
point and then remains stationary. In 
very hot weather the temperature of the 
tree stays at 15 degrees C. or thereabouts. 
A large tree is therefore cooler in hot 
wsather and warmer in cold weather than 
tha air.

,he horizon for an equal time the sumo 
amount of heat is received and radiated, 
nnd tho tumperuUuw is littie chuiiged. 
When the euu is niuru than 13 hours above 
;he hoi'lzon more heat is received than is 
radiated, and tho general tumperature 
rises. The maximum of heat, however, 
s not the greatest at tho summer solstioo. 
To be sure, tho sun's tayfl aro then tho most 
direct, tho dully Increase of heat ia the 
argesb, tho nightly IOHH least, and tlie net 
ncreuso for one day is the greatest, but on 
succeeding dsya the net increase of heat, 
ihough nob as great, is still greater than 
;ho eiponditure, and therefore the uggre- 
5ato increases. This increasa in acciuuu- 
atcd heat will continue until the maxi- 
mum is reached, when tho loss at night 
equals the gain by day and begins to ui- 
ceed it. 
Tho maximum of heat ia gained 


•when the sun's declination ia 12 degree's 
north, about Aug. 20; tho maximum of 
cold when it is 12 degrees south, Feb. 10. 
For similar reasons tho warmest purb ol 
,ho day IB about 3 o'clock p. m., and tlia 
coldest port of tho night shortly boforo 
lunrlse. The reasoning thua briefly stated 
jy Thome is of courso reversed wheu ap- 
plied to tho southern hemisphere aud doea 
lot in any caso tako accouub uf tlio modi- 
lying influences of bodies of water, moun- 
tain ranges, eto.

WASHINGKOS, June 8.—la the course of 


the Sugar trust investigation every mem1 


her of the finance committee, in giving 
testimony, acknowledged that he had 
had interviews with both sugar planters 
&nd refiners or their representatives. In 
every case it wag shown that the planters 
urged specific duties, and the rafin*rs and 
also Mr.Carlisle urged ad valorem duties. 
The planters who wanted specific duties 
on their sugar were given ad valorem 
rates on the raw product. The refiners 
who wanted ad valorem rates on tho re- 
fined sugars were given specific rates. 


It is claimed that the ad valorem rate 


on the raw sugar works to the disadvan- 
tage of the producer in this country, 
while the specific duty on the refined 
sugar gives the refiner an absolute and 
fixed amount, but not quite what he 
would have had had the 45 per ce»it pro- 
position gone through. 


It is probable that from this tin*, on 


the reports of the investigating commit- 
tee will not go to the senate with such 
unanimity as appeared in the report con 
cerning the recalcitrant correspondents. 


All the testimony in the case will be re- 


ported to the senate and printed as fust as 
practicable.

Having completed the legal aspects of 


the bounty question, Mr. Mandereon

moral obligation on congress not to be 
guilty of repudiation, not to tear down 
vested rights, especially when in those 
vested rights were bound up so much 
benefit to the country. 


Feffor's Advocacy of Sugar Bounties. 
When Mr. Manderson concluded. Mr. 


Peffer (Pop., Kan.) took the floor. While 
Mr. Peffer was advocating a bounty for 
the sugar growers, Mr. Aldrich inter- 
rupted him to call attention to the fact 
that the Democrats in supporting the 
Gorman-Brice bill, were advocating pro- 
tectiou in the form of tariff for revenue 
with incidental protection. The Repub- 
lican party, on the other hand, called it 
protection pure and simple. The Populist 
party, now speaking through the senator 
from Kansas, also advocated protection. 


Thus Mr. Aldrich declared party lines 


were wiped out, and the question pre- 
sented was simply how to revise the tariff 
in accordance with the views held by all 
parties, but called by different names. 
.But Mr. PeSer proceeded at great length 
to support a bounty instead of a duty on 
sugar. 


Mr. Hoar 
took occasion to arraign 


Mr. Peffer for appealing to the excitable 
people in the country, and was met by 
the Kansas senater with the boast that he 
gloried in being the defender and cham- 
pion of the poor. It was 5:25 when Mr.

"An income tax is a scheme of mon- 


archical governments only, which always 
sanction class legislation, but which is 
never adopted by republics, except from 
dire necessity during the emergency of 
war.

Patent Leather Shoes. 


As patent leather shoes, even of tho best 


quality, are likely to crack, and the shoe 
dealers will not bo responsible for them, 
it is well to know how to doctor them a 
little yourself. In tho first place, keep 
them wrapped In cotton batting and tho 
inside filled with soft paper or cotton. If 
necessary to wear them on a veiy cold 
night, put them on in the dressing room 
after arriving. To keep the leather soft 
rub it occasionally with a little sweet 
oil, rubbing the oil in as much as possible, 
and then wipe the shoes thoroughly with 
chamois. If you must continue to wear 
your shoes after tho glazo is cracked, buy 
or make a good varnish and keep tho shoo 
dressed with it 
A good varnish is modo 


from a quarter of a pound of jjowdered 
gum arable and two ounces of logwood. 
Cover with a pint of clarcfc and siulmer 
very slowly a quarter of an hour. Strain, 
bottle and label. Apply with the tip of 
tlio fingers or with a soft black flannel. 
Before using BOO that the shoes are free 
from dust or any old coat of varnish. Dry 
thoroughly in a place where there is no 
dust. Postpone the day of using patent 
dressings on shoes as long as possible. It 
may bo used on the heels and sides of the 
soles with much less injury than when ap- 
plied to the other parts of tho snoes. Keep 
those clean and rub occasionally with vas- 
eline or castor oil.—Kew York Post.

The Wool Market. 


Sales of wool nt three chief markets 


have been 3,564,000 pounds for the week, 
against 2,766,000 last year, about 6,000,000 
a week bting required from those markets 
for a full supply. New fine territory and 
Texas wool has sold at 8 to 9 cents, and 
30 to 33 cents cleaned appears to be about 
the ruling price, but at Boston demoral- 
ization makes prices nominal.

corded has been made for.cash wheat, 
66 1-4 cents at New York, against 75 cents 
a year ago, while the average in May, 
1S9S, was 90 cents, and iu April, 1891, 
IL18 1-3. Western receipts are naturally 
small, only 1,353,804 bushels for the week, 
against 2,919,599 Jnst year, but Atlantic 
exports were only 607,600 bushels, against 
8,241,000 last year. 


Cotton has varied little, though re- 


ceipts from plantations have fallen off, 
for stocks in sight are very large, a new 
crap for which prospects are decidedly 
good is drawing near, and the demand 
for goods is uncertain. 


Liabilities reported in failures for the 


fourth week of May were t2.593.OS7, and 
for four weeks ending May 24, 911,391,042, 
of which (4,445,605 were of manufactur- 
ing and $5,806,891 of trading concerns. 
Reports yet to come in may increase the 
aggregate to $14,000,000 for the month. 
Failures this week have been IBS in the 
United States, against 238 last year, and 
27inCan:ida, ngalnst'JL last year. Only

TON, June 2.— Iu the course of 


the Sugar trust investigation every mem1 


ber of the finance committee, in giving 
testimony, ' acknowledged that he had 
bad interviews with both sugar planters 
find refiners or their representatives. In 
every case it was shown that the planters 
urged specific duties, and the refiners and 
also Mr. Carlisle urged ad valorem duties. 
The planters who wanted specific duties 
on their sugar were given ad valorem 
rates on the raw product. The refiners 
who wanted ad valorem rates on tho re- 
fined sugars were given specific rates. 


It is claimed that the ad valorem rate 


on the raw sugar works to the disadvan- 
tage of the producer In this country, 
while the specific duty on the reflued 
sugar gives the roflner on absolute aud 
fixed amount, but not .quite what he 
would have had had the 45 per cerit pru- 
position pone through. 


It is probable that from this tim* on 


the reports of the investigating commit- 
tee will not go to the senate with such 
unanimity as appeared in the report con- 
cerning the recalcitrant correspondontg. 


All the testimony in the case will be re- 


ported to the senate and printed as fust us 
practicable. 


The investigating committee spent more 


than an hour yesterday examining Con- 
gressman John Dewitt Warner with refer- 
ence to allegations that the Sugnr trust 
attempted to secure Uis vote while the 
tariff bill wns under discussion in the 
Louse. 


Although the members of the commit- 


tee refuse to make any statement con- 
cerning the testimony of Mr. Warner, it 
is said that it wus of a rather sensational 
sort, and delivered in a most emphatic 
manner. 


It is understood that Mr. Warner prac- 


tically admitted the statements made in 
the press that when he was making his 
fight for free sugar in the house the effort 
was made to cause him to desist, and the 
statement was made to him that it was 
desirable from a political point of view 
that sugar should be given n duty. 


The committee endeavored to get Mr. 


Warner to give the names of those who 
were said to have made this statement to 
him, but he declined. His membership 
In the other body of congress makes him 
n privileged witness, and one who comes 
before the committee voluntarily. 


The committee adjourned till Monday

It ia not considered 
possible on the floor of the senutc that tho 
sugar schedule can be defeated outright, 
as the Republicans are not absolutely 
united, but there Is believed to be a pos- 
sibility that the discriminating of duty In 
favor of tho sugar refiner muy be par- 
tially or wholly defeatod. It IE the inten- 
tion of the Democratic inanngerc, as Indi- 
cated by the notice given by Mr. Harris 
Juat prior to adjournment, to force still 
longer sessions, beginning on Monday 
next.. The senate is now sitting from 10 
a. m. until 6 p. m. The sessions here- 
after will probably be protracted until 10 
p. m.

tute; for the sugar qchedule the bounty 
provision of tlie McKlnley bill, continu- 
ing it in force until July 1, 1005.

The 
normal 
school 
question 
is 


ettled and Lowell has won, thanks to the 
ffmest efforts of her senator and repre- 
entatives, and the able manner in which 
bay were aided by Supt. Whitcomb, Mayor 
Jtekman, Larkin T. Trull and other prom- 
neat citizens. 


Lawrence has been beaten and for that 
eason deserves our sympathy. The legis- 
ature has been guided by the wisest coun 
ells in its decision of this question and very 
)roperly recognized the claims of Lowell 
as the strongest of any city in the state, 


Lowell will now have a normal school in 


which to train her teachers. The training 
chool will degenerate into a mere practice 
school and will cot be recognized as a 
.raining tchool after the normal school 
ihall have been established. 


The teachers of the city will dartre many 


advantages fronl the change. They will hare 
an opportunity to take a course which will 
in pi ove their education as well as give 
ihem a course of training in pedagogics. 


It is a point toofieqjently overlooked by 


institutions, such as our training school, 
.hat BO teacher can give instrucUon in a 
subject of which she is ignorant. 


Thetheory of pedagogics will be taught 


m the normal school and the practice can 
be had in the training school or in »ny 
other school in the city. 


It is not likely that the parents of child- 


ren attending tbe training school will be 
pleased to have the pupils practised upon 
by the young teachers wUo may attend the 
normal school. Unless the teacher is re- 
ponsible for the success of the school, she 
should not be allowed to teach. The nor- 
mal school students might be distributed 
through the schools as assistants to the 
r»gn)ar teachers, to be assigned to classes 
temporarily, if necessary. 
It will be advantageous to the city to have 
every kind of school required, from the 
kindeigarten upward to the high school, 
with the free evening drawing schools, the 
manual training school, the training and 
normal schools. 


The training of teachers Jimst be consid- 


erably modified after the normal school is 
pstablished; but as it will probably be a 
year or more from next fall before the lat- 
ler shall have bsen opened, there is time to 
fortaBlate all necessary changes.

This apparatus was small and easily

After leaving the shop he went out unc 
sought a nest of crucibles and a portable 
tallows. These he carried with him to 
Baltimore, where he made use of them 
until the detectives ran him down. The 
secret service strained every nerve to cap 
ture the criminal who had made such a 
success of a new and improved process for 
mutilating the coinage. The apparatus

I 
ia then filled with platinum, which i 
nearly us heavy as the yellow metal, an 
costs—at the present market rates, thomgi 
this varies somewhat—loss than one-hall 
The out edge of the reconstructed coin i 
disguised by a rim of gold soldered on 
and a reeding machine renews the corru 
gallons of the minting. The result i 
really a work of art, being a combination 
of five different metals. Only an exper 
can distinguish anything wrong about it 


A method somewhat similar, though les 


artistic, is to substitute for the interlo 
portion of a goldpiece a core in the shape 
of aplanehet of silver. This process 
employed almost exclusively by Chinese. 
Its most important drawback is thai .the 
eagle or double eagle thus teeated is no- 
ticeably light in weight. 


A better plan, though somewhat labori- 


ous, consists in boring into the coin .from 
the edge so as to remove a considerable 
part of its internal substance. In tbis 
manner about $7 worth of gold may be 
conveniently removed from a ?20 piece, 
the hole being filled up with a metal com- 
position and soldered at the opening with 
gold.

Tho out edgo of tho reconstructed coin Is 
disguised by a rim of gold soldered on, 
and a reeding muchino runcws tliu corru- 
gatlonfl of tho minting. Thu result Is 
really a work of art, being a combination 
of live different metala.

MARVELOUS BOOK BOKEKS AND

Something About Pholadei-How They 


Bore Holes—The 24 Hoar System. 


All bathers who frequent rocky coasts 


know the pholades, which dig holes in the 
rocks in which they lire. These holes are 
found in rocks extremely hard, such as 
Bmestone, granite, gneiss, etc. How do

these mollusks manage to produce these 
cavities? Some assert that tho animal 
secretes an acid which cuts into the rock. 
Though this might be true for limestone, 
it does not explain tho holes in granite or 
siliceous rocks. Other naturalists attrib- 
ute the perforation of the hole to a me- 
chanical action of the shell. Its thick 
edgf acts after the fashion of a file by the 
swaying movement of tho animal. 


The most probable hypothesis is that 


which attributes this work to the fleshy 
mass possessed by mollusks and usually 
called a foot. On that of the pholades a 
multitude of little hard crystals have been 
discovered. This instrument may be com- 
pared to emery or sand paper. The animal 
might pierce a hole by the friction of its 
foot against the rock. 


The pholades are also interesting from 


another point of view. They are the most 
phosphorescent of mollusks. For centu- 
ries they have been known to possess this 
property. 
Pliny, the naturalist, men- 


tions it in his writings. It was known 
that they had tho power of shining in the 
dark and that when any ono ate them ho 
had a phosphorescent mouth. The mucus 
they secrete is luminous. 


The luminosity of the pholades suggests 


to the writer of the- foregoing (originally 
translated from the French by Popular 
Science News) tho magnificent spectacle of 
the phosphorescence of the sea. He ex- 
plains that this is not due, as its name 
seems to indicate, to the presence of phos- 
phorus, but to swarms of very small crea- 
tures called noctilucidse. A noctiluca is a 
very simple organism, formed essentially 
of a little transparent gelatinous ball, pro- 
vided with a long, prolonged propeller, the 
flagellum. The noctilucidce are hardly 
visible except through a microscope. The 
light is produced in the midst of the gelat- 
inous mass by numerous illuminating 
points. The light only appears when the 
liquid in which the noctilucidzs are swim-

ming is agitated. These organisms, placed 
in a vessel in a very quiet place, show no 
trace of glimmer. Let any one givo a 
slight blow to the vessel, and at; once the 
liquid is scon to be illuminated in various 
places, tho glimmer gradually extending? 


Leatherlike Velvet. 


A new process has recently been patent- 


ed in France for the production of a leath- 
er which both to the touch and eye has a 
striking resemblance to velvet. 
Leathers 


of this description hitherto manufactured 
have been obtained by treatment of the 
flesh sido of the hide, or skin. The flesh 
side of the skin being always coarse, pat- 
entees claim now to secure better results 
by treating the hair side, says The Shoe 
and Leather Gazette. They scratch or rub 
the hair side with a rubber of strong, ero- 
sive qualities or with emery or glass, when 
working small surfaces, and use a grind- 
stone for heavier work. In this manner a 
downy nap is brought out, which they 
throw and lay in different directions, there- 
by bringing out varied designs of chang- 
ing hue and appearance. Tho velvety sur- 
face produced is said to be similar to the 
down of a peach skin. The fiber is very 
fine, soft to tho touch and has all the ap- 
pearance of silk velvet shorn very close. 


Brick Dust Mortar. 


The use of brick dust mortar as a sub- 


stitute for hydraulic cement where the 
latter cannot be obtained is now recom- 
mended, according to the New York 
Times, on tho best engineering authority, 
experiments ma<?e with mixtures of brick 
dust and quicklime showing that blocks 
of one-half inch in thickness, after immer- 
sion in water for four months, bore with- 
out crushing, crumbling or splitting a 
pressure of 1,500 pounds per square inch. 
It is considered, too, that tho addition of 
even as small a proportion as one-tenth as 
much brick dust us sand to ordinary mor- 
tars is preventive of the disintegration so 
often characterizing mortars used in the 
masonry of public works.

MARVELOUS ROCK BORERS AND 


TINT CREATURES ON ROCKS. 


Soms;;.;.it Aoont Pholadoi—How Tbey 


Bore liolafi—The 5-i Hour Sjfttein. 


All bathers who frequent rocky coasts 


know tho pholades, which dig boles In tho 
rocks In which they live. These holes are 
Eound in rocks oxtremoly hard, suoh as 
Cnicjstone, granite, gneiss, uto. How do

thcBO molliiBlvB managoto produce these 
cavities? Some c^^c'-t that tho animal 
Bccrctcs an acid which cuts Into thb rock. 
Though this might be true for limestone, 
it does not explain tho holes in granite or 
siliceous rocks. Other naturalists attrlo- 
uto the perforation of tho hole to a me- 
chanical action of tho shall. Its thick 
edgf acts after tho fashion of a fllo by the 
swaying movement of tho animal. 


The most probable hypothesis is that 


which attributes this work to the fleshy 
mass possessed by mollusks and usually 
called a foot. On that of tho pholadcs a 
multitude of llttlo hard crystals have been 
discovered. This instrument may bo com- 
pared to ornery or sand paper. Tho animal 
might pierce a hols by tho friction of Its 
foot against the rock. 


The pholadcB aro also interesting from 


another point of view.. Thoy ore tho most 
phosphorescent of mollusks. For centu- 
ries they havo been known to possess this 
property. 
Pliny, tlio naturalist, men- 


tions It In his writings. It was known 
that they had tho power of shining in tho 
dark nnd that when any ono nto them ho 
had a phosphorescent mouth. The mucus 
they Eecreto la luminous. 


Tho luminosity of tho pholades suggests 


to tho writer of thtr foregoing (originally 
translated from tlio French by Popular 
Science News) tho magnificent spectacle of 
tlio phosphorescence of the eca. 
Ho ex- 


plains that thlg is not duo, as its namo 
seems to Indicate, to tho presence of phos- 
phorus, but to swarms of very small crea- 
tures called noctllucidas. A noctiluea Is a 
very simple organism, formed essentially 
of a llttlo transparent gelatinous ball, pro- 
vided with a long, prolonged propeller, the 
flagcllum. 
Tho uoptilucidco are hardly 


visible except through a microscope. Tho 
light is produced in tho midst of the gelat- 
inous mass by munL'rous 
Illuminating 


points. 
The light only npponra when the

graves. Soldiers who survived the south- 
ern prisons in many instances marked the 
graves of their comrades who died, and 
records were kept everywhere it was possi- 
ble to do so, so that the mortuary record! 
of the great civil contest exceed anything 
else of the same nature in the world. 


It was in the second year of the war thai 


congress authorized the president to pur- 
chase grounds and have them prepared foi 
soldiers' cemeteries. The neit year such 
graveyards were dedicated at Chattanooga, 
Stone River and Gettysburg. It was at the 
dedication of tbe last named of these three 
that President Lincoln delivered'that ad- 
dress which, spoken modestly as it was, did 
not then attract the attention of its hear- 
ers as anything greatly ont of the ordinary, 
but which, when it was telegraphed ovei 
the land and read in the newspapers, speed- 
ily took high rank among notable spoken 
passages and has since been accorded a 
place among classic orations. The national 
cemetery at Arlington was laid out in 1884, 
that at- Antietam in 1S65. 


In pursuance of the general plan of 1885, 


17 cemeteries were established in Virginia, 
7 in Tennessee, 6 in Ktetucky, 4 in North 
Carolina, 4 in Louisiana, 3 in Mississippi, 3 
in .Maryland, 2 in South Carolina, 3 in 
Georgia and 2 in the District of Columbia. 
In the north and west4 were established in 
Illinois, 3 in Missouri,. 3 in Indiana, 1 in 
Iowa, 3 in Pennsylvania, 2 in New York 
and 2 in New Jersey; ;Ju many places be 
sides these the government has purchased 
small plots of ground where a few soldier!

rable exercise taught, says the New York 
Herald, by Mrs. Emily Bishop to women 
who are so afflicted, which, if followed per- 
sistently, will develop tho chest muscles 
and fill out all those telltale hollows in the 
neok. 


Advance one foot as in a long step and 


stand with the weight on it, extending 
the arms parallel to each obhor in front 
until they are in line .with tho shoulders, 
energize them and close the hands as if 
each were firmly grasping a rope, kueplng 
the eyes steadily Used on some point about 
two feet above their 'level, inhale slowly, 
and with great energy pull the extended 
arms down and well baukward. At the 
same time bend "the torso forward, but do 
not transfer the weight of tho body. The 
head bends backward in opposition to tht> 
torso. Hold the position for a moment, 
then withdraw all "unnecessary nerve force 
from the muscles and exhale as the body 
returns to its original position. During 
this exercise one should imagine that by 
means,of two ropes ono is pulling somo 
heavyweight that must not bo jostled, but 
moved with care. Put all possible force in 
tbe arms and brjico firmly with tho for- 
ward foot, but do not strain with tho back. 
This exercise educates the arms and the 
legs in lifting, uud BO relieves tho over- 
worked back, which often ages under bur- 
dens not its own.

the little band of battle marked and time 
Bcarnd veterans—honored heroes or the no- 
ble army that fought to preserve the Union 
—marched through the cemetery that lay 
sleeping on the southward sloping hillside.
